The Boston Symphony. ' 


The program of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, Serge Koussevitsky, 
conductor, given last night in Carnegie 
Hall, included the first performance in 
New York of Henry F. Gilbert’s “‘Sym- 
phonic Piece,” Beethoven’s ‘Eighth 
Symphony,” Ernest Bloch’s ‘‘Three 
Jewish Poems,”” and excerpts from the 
ballet, ‘‘Daphnis and Cloe,*’ of Maurice 
Ravel. 

The performance of Beethoven's sym- 
phony, somewhat brassy in tone; had 
the uisite vigor and humor, the sly 
jest, the unbuttoned laughter of the 
composer. The tempi:of the two mid- 
dle movements were a shade fast. In 
the last movement the cloven hoof of 
the modern conductor showed for an 
instant: in a sudden fluctuation of 
pace, but one that did not belie the 
character of the music. The perform- 
ance just missed the Beethoven con- 
centration and control'of power. 

Mr. Gilbert’s ‘Symphonic Piece’’ 
‘was originally intended as the first 
movement of a symphony, but it 
stands as an entity in itself, and as 
such was presented yesterday evening. 
The purpose back of the music has 
been explained by its author in a char- 
acteristic manner. The piece has no 

“program.” “Many of my young 
friends have pressed me to tell them 
what it’s all about. I can only say 
this: My constant aim ever since be- 
ginnigg composition has been to write 
some American music—i. e., some mu- 
sic that would not naturally have been 
written in amy other country, and 
which would reflect or express certain 
aspects of the American character or 
spirit as felt by myself. That spirit, 
as I see it, is. energetic, optimistic, 
nervous, impatient of costraint, and, 
in its highest respect, a mighty pro- 


test against the benumbing traditions 


of the past. This new birth—renais- 
sance—of the human spirit, which is 
America, is a joyous, wildly shouting 
demonstration. Plenty of jingoism, 
vulgarity and ‘Hurrah, boys!’ attaches 
to it, but the spirit of the new birth 
underlies all for him who can see it. 
Some of this American mood I have 
tried to reflect in my composition.” 

There is the use of ‘ragtime’ 
rhythm, but not with the cheapness 
of spirit that often accompanies it. 
The second theme, as the composer 
remarks, carries ‘‘a remote suggestion 
of ‘Old Folks at Home’—kind of a fam- 
ily resemblance—interspersed with a 
couple of measures from the ‘Arkan- 
sas Traveller.’’” These are sugges- 
tions, not employed verbatim, and the 
melodic fragments are developed in a 
symphonic manner. A large orchestra 
is used, and a more elaborate instru- 
mental palette than in other of Mr. 
Gilbert’s compositions. The score has 
unmistakable qualities associated with 
him and immediately distinguishable— 
a healthy virility and swing, a tinge 
of celticism in certain phrases and 
ssions. Contrasted qualities are 
the deliberate coarseness—perhaps un- 
necessarily deliberate—of some pages, 
but there is- ne of the tawdriness and 
theatricalism that some call ‘‘Amer- 
ican” and that is merely inartistic. It 
is music of the open air; and one of 
its moods is the romantically beautiful, 

So much for the import of the com- 
position. The opening phrases have a 
fine line and swing. The main body 
of the movement follows established 
procedure, so far as symphonic form is 
concerned, with general faithfulness. 
There ‘are .lively rhythms, and a 
straight+forward harmonic style, in- 
tersperged now and again with a more 
peppery quality of modernism. But we 
prefer other scores of Mr. Gilbert to 
this one—scores which should be better 
known, as, for example, his ‘‘Comedy 
Overture ‘on Negro Themes,” the Pro- 
logue to Singe’s. “Riders to the Sea,” 
the “Indian Suite’ and ther sym- 
phonic. works of unusual content and 
dimensions. . 

In these works, as in passages of 
the music heard last night, Mr. Gil- 
bert is individual, like no other com- 
poset, and at the same time genu- 
nely racial in his expression. Racial 
without the close melodic analogies to 
Foster that he himself remarks wpon 
in describing his second themes. It 
would be preferable to have a second 
theme that was less weak Foster and 
more strong Gilbert—a theme such as 
the lyrical theme of the Comedy Over- 
ture before descrilbed, or the middle 
section of the ‘‘Dance in Place Congo”’ 
performed by the pete Opera 
Company in 1918.

RUSSIAN ART OBJECTS 
_SOLD TO AID REFUGEES 


Articles Owned by Royalty Among 
Those-Offered at Home of 
Mrs. E. L. Werner. 


The first of two sales of Russian art | 
objects made by Russians in exile in’ 
Europe, for the benefit of the Russian 
refugees in different countries, was 
held yesterday afternoon at 1,010 Fifth 
Avenue, the home of Mrs. E. Lynn 
Werner. Another sale will be held this 
afternoon. 

The articles offered include objects 
once owned by monarchs which were 
taken by fugitives following the fall of 
the Czar’s Government. There are 
brussels lace flounces once the prop- 
erty of Catherine the Great, and point 
applique flounces and a veil with bow- 
knots, and garlands made for Marie 
Antoinette, also a gold bracelet with 
miniatures of Napoleon and Josephine, 
donated by Prince Felix Youssoupoff, 
and a pink topaz necklace presented by 
Queen Victoria to a Russian noble. 

There are hand-carved, painted and 
inlaid boxes of Siberian birch and 
other woods suitable for jewels, ciga- 
rettes and other purposes; hand-woven 
linens made up in tablecloths, and run- 
ners embroidered ih gay flowers or 
geometrical designs ‘and suitable for 
country houses and town apartments. 
These are in soft greens, blues, rich 
—— delicate wistaria and other 

ues. 

There also are fine linen and cotton 
voile blouses, hand embroidered- in 
colors and strips of colored embroid- 
ery done by refugee Russian nuns in 
Serbian and Bulgarian convents, and 
so minute is the work that strong 
magnifying glasses had to be worn 
during their creation. 

Snuff boxes and card boxes burned 
in different designs, painted in gay 
colors, and other. designs with metal 
fastened on them, the metal being in- 
get with colored stones, are among the 
offerings. 

There are two sixteenth century wall 
hangings from a Dominican cloister in 
Toscana, from which a Russian Prince 
bought them for his private chapel. 
They are painted and embroidered in 
silver. A beautiful old velvet Albanian 
coat embroidered in metal and silk, 
given by an Albanian Pasha to a Rus- 
sian nobleman, are notable items for 
art lovers. There are also sixteenth 
and seventeenth century brocades.
